(b) Subsection (e) of section 552, title 5, rnited States 
Code, is amended to read as follows: 

''(e) For purposes of this section — 

"(1) the term 'agency' as defined in section 551 (1) 
of this title includes any executive department, military 
department. Government ccrporaticn. Government controlled 
corporation, or other establishment in the executive 
branch of the Governir.'^nt (including the Executive office 
of the ^'resident), or any independent regulatory agency; 

''(2) the term 'clandestine ccllectlon' means the 
acquisition of intellloence infcrmation in ways desicred 
to assure the secrecy cf the operaticn; 

''(3) th^ term 'ccvert cperations' includes 
clandestine collecticr and special activities; and 

''(4) the tesm 'srecial activiti'^s' means ac-frivlties 
conducted abroad In support cf national foreign pclicv 
ouienti''"^s which are he -ur'lpr Unite'^
